Serious Crime Rises 


90 Per Cent In U.S. 


WASHINGTON- According 
to figures made available June 
16 through the FBI's Uniform 
Crime Reports and released 
by Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark, serious crime in the 
United States jumped 20 per- 
cent in the first three months 
of 1967 when compared with 
the same period in 1966. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo 
ver said this substantial up- 
surge in the Nation’s crime 
was reflected in all Crime In- 
dex offenses. Crimes of vio- 
lence, as a group, recorded 
a 21 percent increase with 
murder up 23 percent, forci- 
ble rape 8 percent, robbery 
$2 percent, and aggravated 
assault 15 percent. The group 
of crimes against property 
rose 20 percent, with burglary 


up 21 percent, larceny $50 
and over in value 18 percent, 
and auto theft 20 percent. 
According to the FBI Di- 
rector, the group of cities 
with 100,000 or more inhabi- 
tants had an overall 20 per- 
cent increase. Crime in su- 
burban communities rose 22 
percent on the average, and 
the rural areas were up 16 
percent. The effect of the Na- 
tion’s crime increase was felt 
in all geographic regions. Mr. 
Hoover noted that the region- 
al trends were consistent with 
the Western States up 21 per- 
cent, followed by the North 
Central and Southern States 
up 20 percent each, and the 
Northeastern States up 18 
percent.

States have been broken. Mis- 
sionaries had their freedom 
of movement severely limited 
and could not continue their 
usual work Furthermore, 
their presence could prove to 
be a liability rather than an 
asset to their Arab fellow be

The Association of Southern 
Baptist Colleges and Schools, 
composed of _ presidents, 
deans and other representa- 
tives of Baptist schools, voted 
in a dinner meeting held in 
conjunction with the confer- 
ence to request the Southern 
Baptist Executive Committee 
for funds to enable the Edu- 
cation Commission to sponsor 
such colloquiums. 

Thus the BEST project may 
have become the beginning of 
a long series of studies to 
solve the problems facing 
Baptist schools, both on the 
national level and on the state 
level. 

The conference left to the 
Baptist state conventions and 
boards of trustees two major 
tasks cited as imperative to 
solve the problems the 
schools face. 

One is the decision on what 
to do about accepting federal 
aid—if any is to be accepted, 
and if so, what types of aid. 

“The other is the task of 
writing in clear and concise 
language a statement of pur- 
pose and philesophy for each 
school, and developing an 
over-all philosophy of Chris- 
tan higher education 

The section on ‘Preface to 
a Philesophy of Southern Bap-

For many years after it was built the Muscle 
Shoals dam on the Tennessee River, sat idle, and its 
mighty capacity for generating electricity was not 
used. On nearby farms people still used their oil 
Jamps, and worked with old fashioned tools. They could 
look across their fields at night at the twinkling lights 
of the great dam, which had such ‘potential for power, 
but was sitting lifeless. The whole area, and that far 
beyond the expanse of the Tennessee Valley, suffered 
great lcss, simply because a mighty power source was 
not being utilized. The day came, when the TVA pro- 
gram began to develop, and all mid-America began to 
feel the pulse of its power. 

The Southern Baptist Convention, and other denom- 
inational groups as well, might be likened to the above 
experience. Southern Baptists have a mighty source of 
power, which could make the convention move at great- 
er pace, and into vast new areas of reach, which is 
not being utilized as it-should be. We speak of the lay 
power of the church .. . the laymen (and women) who 
are not being used. 

At the recent Southern Baptist Convention, a 
speaker warned the messengers, that either the church- 
es and the convention must ‘‘involve the laymen, or 
face population inundation.”” He said that the laymen 
must be involved in the ministry of the church, if it 
was even to begin to meet the needs of an exploding 
world population. 

Recently we saw a very forceful illustration of the 
value of using the laymen. We looked in on a denomina- 
tional meeting, where the only preachers present were 
a denominational executive and an invited guest. It 
was not meant to be just a layman's meeting, for 
preachers had been invited, and were supposed to be 
there, but for some reason none were able to attend

Dollars For Scholars 


(“E.ducation, 
What's Happening,” 
Education Commission, SBC) 


The Citizens’ Scholarship 
Foundation of America 
(CSPA) sponsors an unusual 
kind of do-it-yourself college 
scholarship pregram in local 
communities across the na- 
on. In an age when massive 
federal, state, and private 
funds are available to high- 
achieving, academically tal- 
ented youth, the CSPFA (@ 
Leon Street, Boston, Masse- 
chusetts 02115) stimulates in- 
dividual communities to pro- 
vide aid to their own youth— 
including these whe can bene 
GH fram educetion or trate 
beyond high echool, but are 
not able to compete success- 
fully in academically oriented 
scholarship programs 


Founded in 1948 by Dr. Irv- 
ing A. Fradkin, a Fall River, 
Massachusetts, optometrist, 
the CSFA is based on a sim- 
ple idea: to get each local cit- 
izen to contribute 4 minimum 
of $1 annually to a community 
scholarship fund. Larger con- 
tributions are encouraged 
from loca] business and serv- 
ice organizations, and most 
member communities swell 
the total through a variety of 
fund-raising activities. 


Starting with twenty-four 
Fall River scholarships the 
first year, the idea has spread 
rapidly. Last spring CSFA's 
250 local chapters in thirty- 
five states awarded nearly 
4,000 scholarships with an 
estimated valve of $1,400,000. 
Of these a little less than 
three - quarters went to stu- 
dents attendiag four - year 
colleges and universities. But 
more than 25 percent went to 
aid students who are attend- 
ing business, nursing, voca- 
tional and technical schools, 
or to those seeking training in 
the arts or in euch trades as 
barbering, photography, and 
beauty culture. 


Although awards to students 
are gifts and not loans, re- 
cipients are encouraged to 
pay back — after graduation 
—the amount they received 
into a revolving fund for the 
use of other students. Many 
local CSFA units are so new
